A good  clean  grower  with  glossy  foliage,  large 
flowers  of  deep  purple  color,  and  medium 
length  stems,  but  not  as  fragrant  as  its  name 
implies. 

Governor  Herrick 

One  of  the  most  prolific  of  Violet  varieties 
but  the  stems  are  not  long.  Makes  a very 
dense  growth  subject  to  disease.
